Promoter shall submit the bank guarantee or hypothecation of property for all type of dues after 
depositing upfront fee as per hypothecation policy being separately notified @ 75 % of collector rate as 
applicable . 


2 ) Apart from above , for the existing promoters who have notbeen covered or have not taken the benefit 
under the moratorium policy dated 15-12-2016 , 04-01-2017 & 17-05-2017 , they shallmake the payment as per 
following policy : 


i. Promoters shall deposit 10 % of the total defaulted amounts of EDC , License fee, EWS Fund and 
P.R. 4 & 7 Cess outstanding as on 31-07-2017 ( alongwith upto date penal interest @ 10 % p.a. + 3 % p.a. 
compounded annually ). Further on the balance 90 % of the defaulted amountmoratorium upto 31-12-2017 may 
be allowed . 


ii . Duringmoratorium period i.e. from 01-08-2017 to 31-12-2017 , interest @ 9.5 % p.a and penal 
interest @ 1 % p.a. (compounded annually ) shall be payable on balance 90 % defaulted amount in two installments 
at the end of financial quarter i.e. first payable on 30-09-2017 and second payable on 31-12-2017 . 


ii. With effect from 01-01-2018 , balance 90 % of the defaulted amount shall be payable in 6 quarterly 
installments along with interest @ 10 % p.a. plus penal interest @ 3 % p.a. (compounded annually ). 

iv . Moratorium shall also be allowed on the principal amount of regular installments of EDC , 
License Fee, EWS Fund and P.R. 4 & 7 Cess falling due from 01-08-2017 to 31-12-2017 as per demand 
notices originally issued , whereas the interest component in regular installments shall be payable as on due 
dates. Principal amount of regular installments shall be payable on 01-01-2018 alongwith interest @ 10 % p.a. 
After that penal interest @ 10 % p.a. + 3 % p.a. ( compounded annually ) shall also be charged on the defaulted 
principal amount.

Under this policy, no fresh demand notices would be issued . Promoters are expected to calculate 
their up -to - date dues on the basis of demand notices already issued under previous notifications and deposit 
them with 45 days from the issue of this notification to avail benefits under this policy.

1 . 


INTRODUCTORY 


1.1. The more than 5000 -year -old ancient Punjabi culture , of the period of the Indus valley civilization , also 
called Harrapan civilization after the excavations of the period at Harappa in west Punjab , is one of high 
sophistication and many world firsts , such as the world s first planned cities and is a counterpart of ancient 
Chinese ,Mesopotamian , Egyptian and Greek cultures. Scholars believe , at its peak , it surpassed the sophistication 
and cultural achievements of its counterpart fellow cultures of that time, to become the world s leading civilization . 
1.2 . The Vedic period Indo - Aryan civilization prospered in the plainsof Punjab and gave the highly sophisticated 
Vedic literature and the Sanskrit language to the world . The geographical references in first book of the world , 
the Rig Veda indicate itwas composed here. The folklore traditions and legends also link Punjab to e.g.Ramayana 
through Ram Tirath (Rishi Valmiki composed Ramayana here ), Lahore (Luv), Kasur (Kush ) and Khemkaran 
(where Sita forgave Rama). Punjab is also the region where Persians, Greeks and later Muslims ruled in turns, 
giving rise to the largest language family namely the Indo - European family of which Indo -Iranian is a prominent 
sub - group 
1.3 . Themedievalperiod saw the birth and rise of a new world -religion in Punjab , the Sikhism , preaching 
universal brotherhood and equality of all. The rise of Sikhism had a dramatic effect on the Punjabi culture and 
gave it added dimensions ofself-sacrifice and martialism , eventually leading establishmentof rule of theMaharaja 
Ranjit Singh ,before being taken by the British . 
1.4 . The Modern Punjabi culture is marked both by richness and variety exhibited in all walks of life . The 
Punjabi festivals have a special significance in its rich heritage, bringing together the people in a spirit of love and 
harmony and of celebrating it collectively,in an atmosphere of sharing and caring, forgetting all distinctions of 
caste , creed and religion . The numerous fairs and festivals like Diwali of Amritsar,Maghi of Muktsar, Hola 
Mohalla ofAnandpur Sahib , Basant Panchami, Karva Chauth and Raksha Bandhan signify both the religious 
and secular traditions of Punjabi life.Modern Punjabi life continues to be intimately intertwined with agriculture 
celebrated through Baisakhi, the harvest festival. 
1.5 . Any description of Punjabi culture is verily incomplete without a mention of the Punjabi dance and 
music traditions. Bhangra and Gidda are world famous and are irresistible to any one ofany age or gender from 
any nook or corner of the world . The spirit of Punjabi youth is amply exhibited by the pop element of the 
Bhangra and Gidda as also by their apparel and jewelry . The Punjabi cuisine , exemplified by the ‘Sarson da saag 
& Makke di roti and the makhan and lassi are no less irresistible than the Punjabi dance and music . 
1.6 . Due to the large Punjabi diaspora dispersed throughout the world many people are increasingly experiencing 
Punjabi culture and getting influenced by it the world over. Traditional Punjabiculture is being strengthened and 
expanded in the Western world e.g. U.S. , UK , EU , Canada and Australia etc. The added pop touch borrowed 
from Western cultures lends even more color to Punjabi culture as it continues to thrive. 
1.7 . Add to these the rich literary tradition including the folk literature comprising folk songs, folklores ,bolian 
and bujharats; folk crafts e.g. phulkari and pottery ; the forts, palaces and gardens left behind by the history ; the 
temples and gurdwaras and the ancient archaeological sites like Sanghol and Ropar , the battle fields where brave 
Punjabis, e.g. Raja Porus, confronted the foreign invaders and you have a very rich cultural heritage , something 
that Punjabis are justifiably proud of. 
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2 . 


IMPORTANCE OF CULTURE AND CULTURE POLICY 


2.1 . Before moving on to specific issues to be addressed under this policy , let s see what culture is and what 
it stands for . The 19th century English anthropologist, Edward Burnnet Tylor defines " culture, or civilization , 
taken in its broad , ethnographic sense, is that complex whole which includes knowledge, belief, art, morals, 
law , custom , and any other capabilities and habits acquired by man as a member of society. ” 
2.2 . Culture as we can see is the sum total of our social life , it is a way of life. It sustains society and in turn 
draws sustenance from society . Quite naturally , therefore, society expects a culture which helps it rediscover 
itself and live in harmony with each other and its natural surroundings. In other words, society expects a culture 
of positive energies to sustain itself and negates a culture which obstructs such harmonious co -existence . 
2.3 . 

Culture is influenced by other interacting cultures and isthus subject to constant change. As we saw in 
the introductory section , Punjabi culture is no exception to this change. To ensure that we pass on our rich 
culturalheritage, in all its pristine glory , to our future generations we need to preserve and protect it. 
2.4 . Seen from another angle , art and culture enrich , beautify, express and entertain . Artistic creativity and 
cultural exchange are thus to be pursued as objectives of public policy as they provide opportunity ofnot only 
experiential enjoyment for the individual but also social participation and enrichment. 
2.5 . Art and culture , e.g. the crafts , the music and video CDs, live performance shows, films, paintings and 
sculptures have a huge market and they have potential to be a powerful economic driver, especially due to the 
large employment generation potential of the cultural and creative industries .Leaving this vast potential untapped 
will be a sheer wastage. 


2.6 . Art and culture also have a catalytic potential to transform education and restore faith in society s value 
system . Culture lends the human endeavor a humane and constructive touch and provides direction to the 
impressionistic youth as well as spiritual upliftment to the rasik . Wemust protect our social values and promote 
this constructive contribution to our society s endeavours. 
2.7 . At the same time, to realize the full potential of the culture and cultural and creative industries an 
enabling environment is a prerequisite . It is in this context that the Punjab State Culture Policy has been 
attempted . 


2.8 . It is , however, clearly understood and expressed in no uncertain terms that the policy isby no means an 
attempt to promote a particular streak of culture over others . The outlook of the policy is secular,pluralistic and 
inclusive in nature . The policy , therefore, from an arm s length , seeks to promote free choice of cultural 
practices by individuals and communities . 


3 . 


A FRAMEWORK FOR PUBLIC PURPOSE OF CULTURE 


3.1. The state policy encompasses the pursuit of art and culture as a pure passion , laudable as it is, and verily 
transcends that. The primary objective of the state policy, however, remains the public purpose , reflected in the 
following guiding principles which the present policy document seeks to assimilate , viz . 
3.2 . Art and Culture in Public Infrastructure - Make Art and Culture an integral partin the design of the 
public infrastructure and services to enrich and make them more meaningful. For example , art in class room can 
help promote moral values among students and as a design component of roads and bridges can help promote 
rural landscape and urban cityscape . 
3.3 . Engage the masses in Culture - Art and culture meant as elite pursuits by a handful few to the exclusion 
of the masses serve little or no public purpose.Art and culture , to be meaningful as public policy objective,must 
be available to masses for experiential enjoyment, participation and social enrichment. 
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3.4 . Build on CulturalMemory - Our social fabric is woven around our collective cultural memory , the 
special places, customs, values , and creative acts. The stronger that fabric, the more robust is the society. 
3.5 . Artists as Ambassadors of NationalGoals – Artists help advance our national goals,better education , 
health and sanitation , improving the environment and much more . Harness their creative energies to promote 
these goals . 
3.6 . Build Democratic and Human values through cultural exchange - Free expression and a media , 
including internet and socialmedia, independent of the government or corporate control are a touch stone of 
democratic values. Cultural exchange promotes such free expression and democratic and human values. 
3.7 . 

Culture as a Prestige tool – Culture enhances prestige of a nation by spreading awareness about its 
cultural heritage . Thus , culture is an excellent soft diplomatic tool to enhance prestige of the state among other 
states and the comity of nations. 


4 . 


VISION AND MISSION STATEMENTS 


4.1 . Vision statement – The vision of this policy is a complete integration of state s culture into everyday 
lives of the people enabling them to access, enjoy and benefit from participation in Punjabi culture and thereby 
further enriching it . 
4.2 . Mission statement – The state s mission is to create an enabling environment, through infrastructural 
facilities and statutory and administrative framework , conducive to peoples participation in culture for both 
providing cultural goods and services and consuming and enjoying them . 


5 . 


POLICY OBJECTIVES 


5.1. The policy objectives of the Punjab State Culture Policy can be broadly categorized as described 
hereunder. 


5.2 . Protection , preservation and conservation of state s rich cultural heritage, both tangible and intangible 
and passing it on to the future generations. 
5.3 . 

Enlisting public support for culture and cultural activity and participation of private sector therein . 
5.4 . Inculcating human values and a spirit of tolerance in our fellow beings to promote peace, harmony and 
collective good of the society . 
5.5 . 

Strengthening national unity and integrity through cultural diversity and pluralism . 
5.6 . Enhancing the quality of human life in harmony with sustainable socio - economic development of the 


state . 


6 . 


STRATEGY AND ACTION PLAN 


6.1. Cultural Institutions - The state shall endeavor to put in place institutions to promote different streams 
of culture and provide appropriate funding , infrastructural, statutory -framework and other support for undertaking 
promotional activities by these institutions. 


6.2 . Conservation and management and protection of Cultural Heritage – The state shall take adequate 
steps for the protection , preservation and conservation of cultural heritage both built and natural as well as 
intangible . Endeavour shall be made to make these heritage assets self -sustaining by levying user fee or creating 
innovative means of raising resources for their maintenance. Endeavour shall be made to popularize these 
assets , particularly museums and historicalmonuments among university, college and school students. The state 
shall design a campaign to preventdefacementof culturalheritage of the state . 
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6.3 . Promotion of enjoyment of Culture – The state shall facilitate enjoyment of culture by members of all 
sections society without any discrimination based on religion , caste, creed or color. The state shall provide 
requisite infrastructural facilities for this purpose . An annual culture event shall be launched which will be held at 
a different location every year. 
6.4 . Identification of Punjab ICON -The concept of the Punjab Idol on the lines of American Idol is to find 
new solo recording artists where the winner is determined by the TV viewers through telephone, internet and 
SMS text voting . It can become a springboard for launching careers ofnew artists as bona fide stars. 
6.5 . Introducing competitions for Youth - The state shall introduce competitions in art, personality, knowledge, 
health and other topics to inculcate leadership qualities among the youth . This will provide an opportunity to the 
youth to work hard on these traits of art and personality and will be able launch careers on the strength of the 
proven talents. Public participation in these competitions through TV ,internet and SMS voting willmake these 
competitions interesting and popular. 
6.6 . Public - Private Participation – The state shall endeavor to create and provide greater opportunities 
for public -private participation in protection , conservation and management of cultural heritage assets of the 
state . 


6.7 . Protection of privately owned heritage properties – The government recognizes that privately owned 
historic properties and properties relating famous personalities and historic events need urgent protection . Such 
properties shall be declared protected monuments under the Punjab Ancient and HistoricalMonuments and 
Archaeological Sites and Remains Act, 1964. 


6.8 . Surveys and CulturalMap – The state shall conduct surveys and build a database of allmajor cultural 
centers and all heritage assets and map them appropriately using digital technology, particularly futuristic 
technologies likeGIS platform and make these resources freely available on public platforms.Google maps and 
Google Earth platforms shall also be used to disseminate information about our cultural heritage , cultural centers 
and heritage assets . 
6.9 . Documenting Traditional art forms and transmitting their excellence – Masters of traditional art 
forms shall be recognized by awarding at state functions like Republic Day and Independence Day. Artisans and 
artist communities shall be supported to record their own archives and mount exhibitions and performances of 
their works . They shall be encouraged to pass on their knowledge and skills to future generations. 
6.10 . Encyclopedia of Punjabi Culture – The governmentrecognizes the need and shall strive to bring out an 
encyclopedia of Punjabi culture , particularly an online version of the same for wide accessibility. 
6.11 . Education and Research and Development in Culture – The state recognizes both the need for 
conservation and propagation of culture and the shortage of professionals to carry out varied tasks associated 
therewith . The state shall , therefore,promote education and Research and Development in culture through 
schools, colleges, universities and other educational institutions. Private institutions engaged in this activity shall 
also be supported . State s museums, galleries and archives shall be opened to professionals, scholars , students 
and apprentices for hands on learning experience through direct access to collections in state museums, galleries 
and archives . A pool of trained professionals in the field of heritage conservation shall be created . 
6.12 . Re- emphasis on education in Humanities and Social Sciences – While the Government recognizes the 
importance of education in science and technology, the need for education in Humanities and Social Sciences 
can t be minimized . There is a need for rebalancing of our priorities by emphasizing such education in Humanities 
and Social Sciences. 
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6.13 . Promotion of Human Values and Targeting Social Evils – The state shall encourage use of culture for 
promotion of human values and targeting social evils , like drugs, female feticide , vulgarity , dowry and honour 
killings etc. Modern media like internet and socialmedia present ample opportunity of useful interventions 
without encroaching upon the freedom of speech and expression . 
6.14 . Promotion of Tourism through Culture – The state shall endeavor to promote tourism in the state using 
culturalheritage , both tangible including built and natural and intangible . Punjabi diaspora shall be especially 
targeted for this purpose.Programmes like “ Jarhan naal jurho i.e. connect to your roots shall be initiated to 
connect the progeny of the Punjabi emigrants to their roots. 
6.15 . Promotion of Cultural and Creative Industries – The state shall launch a campaign “sabhyachar ton 
rojgar ate karobar i.e. ‘ from culture to employment and enterprise ’to realize the full employment generation 
potential of culture. For this purpose, cultural and creative industries relating to theArts (art, antiques, performing 
arts,music and photography) ,Media (publishing , film , television and radio ) and Design Consultancy (product 
design , architecture, fashion , software , video games and advertising ) shall be developed and promoted in a 
planned way by providing skill development, Research and Development, development of new markets. A 
Punjab brand shall be established for the products of local cultural and creative industries . 
6.16 . 

Documentation and digitization of archives and website , The Government recognizes the wealth of 
rare books, manuscripts, archives etc. and the need to digitize and preserve the same for posterity. The state 
shall also endeavor to prevent destruction of such rare booksand manuscripts due to superstition . The departmental 
website shall be maintained and all heritage shall be properly documented and made available in public domain . 
6.17 . Establishment of Culture Centers - Government shall endeavor to establish Culture Centers in districts 
or selected cities with facilities for arts exhibitions, book fairs and live performances by performing artists. 
Available heritage buildings which are either not in use or can be made available for this purpose on a case to 
case or event to event basis will be given preference . 
6.18 . Adaptive reuse ofheritage buildings through NGO/ private partnership - The government recognizes 
need to promote active NGO /private participation to preserve historic buildings and put them to effective use 
and to transform these historic buildings into unique landmarks. The revenue generated through this scheme can 
be used formaintenance of other heritage buildings. 
6.19 . Impact of Developmenton heritage - Government will issue guidelines for Heritage Impact assessment 
of all public , private and joint sector projects affecting heritage assets as part of the social impact assessment. 
6.20 . Assessment of Contribution of Culture to state s development – The Government will carry outassessment 
of contribution ofculture to state s development, particularly to state s GSDP and creation of employment. 
6.21 . State s Traditional and Martial Sports – The state has a rich tradition ofmartial sports like gatka . The 
state shall promote such traditional arts and sports . 
6.22 . Heritage based Urban Planning - The state shall make regulations for integration of heritage into 
urban planning for preserving its identity and culture. A certain percentage of the projects shall bemandated for 
heritage and art content. 


6.23 . Involve and Reach out to youth and children – The future of our cultural heritage is in the hands of our 
youth and children who can be new heritage supporters. Efforts shall be made to involve youth and children to 
identify, explore , learn and advocate for their own local heritage . Use of popular media to showcase our cultural 
heritage to young minds can be an effective tool for this purpose . 


6.24 . 


Social Security Scheme for Artists – The Government shall bring out a self-financed social security 
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scheme for artists and others working in the field of culture to ensure that a regular small contribution during the 
earning life of the artist and others in the field of culture provides for decentnecessities during their sunset years 
of life .Government shall explore possibility of some reservation of posts to artists working in the field of various 
arts . 


6.25 . Regulatory Framework for preservation and management of cultural assets – To ensure proper 
preservation and management of cultural assets comprehensive and coherent legal,regulatory and administrative 
support framework for effective preservation and management of Punjab s cultural assets shall be established . 
6.26 . Virasat-e - Punjab - A Virasat-e - Khalsa like museum for the heritage of Punjab will be established where 
folk arts can be enjoyed and Punjabi culture can be experienced by visitors. Sada Pind project shall be properly 
maintained and more similar projectsmay be taken up after determining feasibility of such projects. 
6.27 . Inter-State Cultural Exchange Programmes - Inter -state cultural exchange programmes of performing 
artists, artisans, tribal artists like baazigars and gatka players shall be organized to exhibit the rich cultural 
heritage in other states from time to time. 
6.28 . Punjab State Culture Fund – The government shall establish a Punjab State Culture Fund to finance 
activities related to objectives of this policy . 


7 . 


SOME SPECIAL ACTION POINTS FOR VISUAL ARTS 


7.1 . Strengthening of Punjab LalitKala Academy – The activities of the Punjab Lalit Kala Academy shall be 
further strengthened to make them effective and meaningful.Requisite funding support shall be provided for this 


purpose . 


7.2 . Film City - A Film on the lines film cities in Mumbai and Hyderabad , with facilities like studios, dubbing 
etc. shall be established in the state . Entertainment facilities like Disneyland shall be integral part of the Film City 
which shall be near one of the international airports. 
7.3 . Facilities for film shooting - Producers who want to shoot their films in the state shall be facilitated by 
providing single window clearances for use ofheritage assets of the state which shall be listed on department s 
website . Filmspromoting lesser known destinations in the state shall be provided financial support. 
7.4 . Single screen cinemas – Financial support to units establishing single screen cinemas in cities which 
don t already have cinemas shall be provided for upto five years equivalentto the amount of taxes deposited in 
treasury subject to a maximum of 50 % of FCI. 
7.5 . Promotion of Sculpture - A peoples museum of sculpture representing Sikhism in SAS Nagar,has been 
created by a local artist.State shall study the feasibility of adopting it under expert advice for providing support to 
it. 


7.6 . Revival of Design Center – The government shall work to revive the Punjab Design Centre at sector - 
10 Chandigarh or at some other suitable location . 
7.7 . Development and promotion of Punjab s traditional crafts - The traditional crafts of the state like 
Phulkari, Punjabi Jutti , Wood and inlay works, pottery, darri, khadi etc. have potential for revival due their 
usefulness . These crafts need public support by way of training of artisans and craftsmen , organization of the 
craftsmen in collectives and infrastructural facilities like kala grams and marketing support.MARKFED and 
such other state PSUs and apex co -operatives shall be roped in to provide requisite support to these craftsmen . 
With a view to encourage innovative designs and productdevelopment a competition shall be introduced. A folk 
art and craft museum shall be established . 
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7.8 . Promotion of Punjab s traditional toys - Punjabi unmarried girls have special affinity to toys which is a 
folk - art worth preserving . Toys represent the constructive and entertainment element of productive process . 
The Punjabi artisans like potters and sikligars engage themselves into this activity. This tradition has seen a 
revival in recent years and wooden toys like bus, tractor, houses etc. can be seen being produced and sold in the 
Malwa region . 


8 . 


SOME SPECIAL ACTION POINTS FOR PERFORMING ARTS 


8.1. Sangeet Natak Academy – Sangeet Natak Academy shall be strengthened and financial support shall be 
extended to it to enable it to effectively perform its functions . 
8.2 . Promotion of music and drama – The state shall endeavor to open University Departments of music 
and drama. The Government shall use public facilities to promote drama performances by providing venues for 
such performances in heritage buildings. National Theatre festivals shall also be organized at such places. 
8.3 . 

Creation of Dramatics Repertoire for ready performances – The department of cultural affairs shall 
create a repertoire of drama. The repertoire will have a wide range of dramas on issues of historic importance 
and currentburning social problems to give a positive direction to the impressable youth . 
8.4 . District Theaters and Naatshalas – District theaters and Naatshalas shall be opened wherever found 
feasible . The traditions of Bhands, Nats and rural Saths shall be revived . Efforts shall be made to stage new 
dramas . 
8.5 . Folk Dance Academies - Folk Dance Academies in the private sector shall be given due recognition for 
their work to encourage them in their endeavours. 


8.6 . Waiver of tax on Live Performances – There shall be no entertainment tax or any other tax on live 
performances of dramas performed by not for profit organizations . 
8.7 . Prevention of piracy – The Punjab Government recognizes the need to prevent piracy of copyrighted 
works of literary, dramatic , musical and artistic works and the producers of cinema to graph films and sound 
recordings by effective implementation of relevant laws in its territorial jurisdiction . 
8.8 . Museum of Folk Music – The state shall endeavour to establish a Museum of Folk Music where visitors 
can listen to old recordings of folk Punjabimusic. There are private collections with music lovers . Such individuals 
shall be approached music records shall be digitized and made available to music lovers through the proposed 
museum as well as online . 


9 . 


SOME SPECIAL ACTION POINTS FOR LANGUAGES AND LITERATURE 


9.1 . Strengthening of Department of Languages – The state government reiterates it commitment to strengthen 
the department of languages by providing full sanctioned strength of staff to enable it to discharge its functions 
effectively. 
9.2 . Strengthening of Punjab Sahit Academy – The state government will strengthen and financially support 
the Punjab Sahit Academy to allow it to discharge its functions effectively . 
9.3 . Promotion of Children s Literature - The shall publish children literature written by prominent writers 
and encourage video recording of nursery rhymes in mother tongue . 
9.4 . Poetry recitation competitions - The youth shall be encouraged to participate in poetry recitation 
competitions to help youth to connect to the rich Punjabipoetry tradition . 
9.5 . Promotion of Translation ofWorld Literature into Punjabi and vice versa– The department of languages 
shall undertake to publish translations of world famous books of English and Indian languages, particularly 
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books relating to art and culture, in Punjabi for thebenefit of Punjabireaders. Similarly , Punjabi books shall be 
published in other Indian languages and English to promote Punjabi language and culture among non - Punjabi 
speaking world . 


9.6 . Establishment and maintenance of District Libraries – The department of languages maintains state 
and district libraries. Such libraries shall be established in every district. Private organizations desirous of establishing 
libraries shall be facilitated to source funds from the Raja Ram Mohan Rai Foundation , Kolkata . Such libraries 
shall be established in municipal corporations, councils and villages also . 
9.7 . Mushaira – The Punjab Sahit Academy and the Punjab Kala Prishad shall organize mushairas to 
popularize poetry recitation . 
9.8 . Skill Development – The department Technical Education and Industrial Training shall start skill 
development for coaches etc. to provide employment to youth as well as engaging youth in cultural activities. 

Gurmukhi typewriting - Training in Gurmukhi typewriting and shorthand shall be provided . Efforts 
shall be made to popularize use of Gurmukhi, particularly in Unicode,in websites , apps and computer programmes 
to obviate problems associated with non - standardized fonts. 


9.9 . 


9.10 . Filmson Folk Heroes and historical figures – The department of Cultural Affairs shall support production 
of filmson folk heroes and historical figures . 
9.11 . As Punjabi is a common linguistic , cultural & literary heritage on either side of the international border, 
all literate Punjabis were well-versed in Shahmukhi-script till 1947. However , the younger generations are 
oblivious and bereft of this beautifulpart of our cultural tradition . Teaching of this beautiful calligraphic script 
shall be introduced in schools and colleges as an option . 


10 . 


INSTITUTIONAL FRAME WORK AND IMPLEMENTATION 


10.1 . InstitutionalMechanism to Implement Culture Policy – The state shall establish an apex level Punjab 
Cultural Advisory Council comprising top experts in the field of culture of Punjab , to aid and advise the Punjab 
Government on matters relating to Punjab State Culture Policy and promotion and popularization of state s 
culture among people, Punjabi diaspora and tourists . A core committee of the Advisory Council to be headed by 
the Hon ble ChiefMinister, Punjab will act as an empowered committee to take all policy decisions. 
10.2 . Similarly , the district and sub district level Advisory Committees on Culture shall be established to aid 
and advise the district authorities in matters relating to this cultural policy and promotion and popularization of 
state s culture . 


10.3 . The Directorate of Cultural Affairs ,Archaeology,Museums and Archives under the controlof the 
Departmentof Tourism and Cultural Affairs ,Archaeology, Museums and Archives shall be the nodal department 
to implement the Punjab State Culture Policy . It will co - ordinate with all other government departments and all 
other state and private organizations. Through the Department of Tourism and Cultural Affairs, Archaeology, 
Museumsand Archives, itwill also interact with the union government. 
10.4 . The Punjab Arts Council shall be an apex level implementation body to carry out the tasks assigned to 
it from time to time and will co -ordinate the functions of other cultural organizations directly or indirectly 
associated with it . 


10.5 . The Punjab Sahit Academy, The Punjab Sangeet Natak Academy and The Punjab Lalit Kala Academy 
will be other implementation level agencies charged with the responsibility of carrying out developmental and 
promotional activities as per their respective Articles of Association . 
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10.6 . Village level and Mohalla level cultural committees shall be established where local artistes and 
persons connected with culture and community leaders shall be represented . These committees shall work to 
promote local culture and popularize the same amongst their localities and communities. 
10.7 . Implementation – The Punjab State Culture Policy shall be implemented in a phased manner. The 
Department shall draw up annual plans in accordance with the budgetary provisions available to the department.

EVALUATION AND REVIEW

No. DDLG - 17 /4438 / A. - In exercise of the powers conferred by section 37of the Street Vendors (Protection 
of Livelihood and Regulation of Street Vending ) Act, 2014 ( Central Act 7 of 2014 ), Subject to the provisions of 
this Act or any rule or scheme made there under, the Nagar Panchayat, JOGA (Mansa ) hereby makes the 
following bye -laws for street vending , namely:-- 
Notice is hereby given that the draft Street Vendors bye - laws will be taken into consideration by the Nagar 
Panchayat, JOGA on or after the expiry of a period of thirty days from the date of publication together with any 
objection or suggestion with regards to the said Bye-laws, which may be received by the Executive Officer, 
Nagar Panchayat, JOGA, from any person , before the expiry of the period so specified . 


CHAPTER — I 


PRELIMINARY 


Short title and commencement 


i. 


This Bye - laws may be called The Street Vendors (Protection of Livelihood and Regulation of 
Street Vending ) Bye- laws — 2015 for Nagar Panchayat, JOGA , It shall come into force on such 
date , as notified in the Official Gazette, by the appropriate Government. 


Definitions 


i . 


In these rules, unless the context otherwise requires : 
( a ) " Act" means the Street Vendors (Protection of Livelihood and Regulation of Street Vending ) Act, 

2014 (Central Act 7 Of 2014 ) ; 
(b ) " Appropriate Government" means the Government of Punjab ; 
( c ) “ Bye - laws" means the bye- laws made under section 37 of the Act; 
( d ) 

Executive Officer" means officer in charge of Nagar Panchayat, JOGA, 
(e ) " festive market" means a market where sellers and buyers have traditionally Congregated for the sale 

and purchase of products or services during festival season of the city or town and has been determined 
as such by the local authority on the recommendations of the Town Vending Committee ; 
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(f) 


"Grievance Redressal Committee " means a committee constituted by the Government of Punjab 
under sub - section ( 1 ) of section 20 of the Act; 


( 8 ) " Heritage Market" means a market which has completed more than fifty years in one place where 

sellers and buyers have traditionally congregated for the sale and purchase of products or services 
and has been determined as such by the local authority on the recommendations of the Town 

Vending Committee ; 
(h ) " holding capacity " means the maximum number of street vendors who can be accommodated in any 

vending zone and has been determined as such by the local authority on the recommendations of the 

Town Vending Committee ; 
( i) " local authority " means a Municipal Corporation or a Municipal Council or a Nagar Panchayat, by 

whatever name called , or such other body entitled to function as a local authority in any city or town 

to provide civic services and regulate street vending in that city or town ; 
(j) "mobile vendors " means street vendors who carry out vending Activities designated area by moving 

from one place to another place vending goods and services; 
( k ) " Municipal Councilor "means the councilor of Nagar Panchayat, JOGA in [Punjab ] State; 
(1) "Municipal Committee " means a committee as prescribed under this rule — 20 to decide an appeal 

of a street vendor as per section 11 and section 20 of the Act; 
(m ) "naturalmarket" means a market where sellers and buyers have traditionally congregated for the sale 

and purchase of products or services and has been determined as such by the local authority on the 
recommendations of the Town Vending Committee ; 
" niche market " means a market where sellers and buyers have traditionally congregated for the sale 
and purchase of niche products or services and has been determined as such by the local authority on 

the recommendations of the Town Vending Committee ; 
( 0 ) " night bazaar " means a bazaar where sellers and buyers have traditionally congregated for the sale 

and purchase of products or services after evening i.e. during night and hasbeen determined as such 

by the local authority on the recommendations of the Town Vending Committee ; 
(p ) " notification " means a notification published in the Official Gazette and the term " notify " shall be 

construed accordingly ; 
( 9 ) " Plan " means the Plan made under First Schedule of section 22 of the Act; 
( r ) " planning authority " means an Urban DevelopmentAuthority or any other authority in any city or 

town designated by the appropriate Government as responsible for regulating the land use by defining 
the precise extent of areas for any particular activity in the master plan or development plan or zonal 
plan or layout plan or any other spatial plan which is legally enforceable under the applicable 

Improvement trust Act or the Municipal Act, as the case may be it Act; 
( s ) " Public put-pose " includes in the context of the Act (i) widening of roads, streets, lanes; ( ii) shifting the 

alignment of roads, streets , lanes; (iii) erecting flyovers with or without clover leaves and slip down roads; 
( iv) erecting of underpasses; (v ) development of land owned by public authorities for somepublic projects; 
(vi) laying of water, storm water or sewer lines ; (vii) erecting intermediate pumping stations for the 
services; (viii ) any project related with public transport like BRTS , Metro , etc .; (ix ) erection of Economically 
Weaker Section (EWS ) Housing ; (x ) Creation of Parks,Gardens and Recreational Area; (xi) Conservation 
of any eco system resource in that area and (xii) Any other developmental work taken by the local 
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authority , the beneficiary of which will be the community at large . 


( t ) 


" Scheme" means the Schememade under Second Schedule of section 38 of the Act ; 


( u ) " seasonal market" means a market where sellers and buyers have traditionally congregated for the 

sale and purchase of products or services during specific seasons and has been determined as such by 

the local authority on the recommendations of the Town Vending Committee ; 
( V ) " Section " means section of the Act; 
(w ) " stationery vendors " means street vendors who carry out vending Activities on regular basis at a 

specific location ; 
( x ) " street vendor" means a person engaged in vending of articles, goods,wares, food itemsormerchandise 

of everyday use or offering services to the general public , in a street, lane, side walk , footpath , 
pavement,public park or any other public place or private area , from a temporary built 

up 

structure 
or by moving from place to place and includes hawker, peddler, squatter and all other synonymous 
terms which may be local or region specific ; and the words " street vending " with their grammatical 

variations and cognate expressions, shallbe construed accordingly; 
(y ) " Town Vending Committee " means the body constituted by the appropriate Government under section 

22 of the Act ; 


(z ) " vending zone " means an area or a place or a location designated as such by the local authority, on 

the recommendations of the Town Vending Committee, for the specific use by street vendors for 
street vending and includes footpath , sidewalk ,pavement, embankment, portions of a street ,waiting 
area for public or any such place considered suitable for vending Activities and providing services to 

the general public. 
( aa ) "weekly market" means a market where sellers and buyers have weekly congregated for the sale and 

purchase of products or services and has been determined as such by the local authority on the 

recommendations of the Town Vending Committee ; 
ii. Words and expressions defined in the Act and used in these Bye-laws shall have the samemeanings 

as respectively assigned to them in the Act. 


CHAPTER - II 


MANNER OF VENDING IN DIFFERENT VENDING ZONES 


3 . 


TVC shall have to decide about vending zones considering an intensity of foot falls, Road width and 
vehicular & pedestrian movement for the city . 
i. There shall not be any restriction - free - vending zones in the city. Carrying capacity of an area would 

put the ultimate limit on the number of street vendors which can he positioned in any area. However, 
there shall not be any restriction on mobile vending in this area if vendors continuously move without 
affecting traffic and commuter movements . In such cases the TVC has to decide the total number of 
such mobile vendors can be accommodate after taking into account the area of significant footfall and 
1 /3rd of the holding capacity of the area. Otherwise there is every chance of mobile vending itself 
creating problem for the traffic movement as the mobile vending invariably takes place from the 

carriage way. 
Restricted vending zones should be linked with the road width : 

There shall not be any stationary street vending on a road having width equal to 3.5 meters. However, 
street vending shall be allowed if such road is declared as no vehicular road .

There shall not be any stationary street vending on a road having width between 6 meters to 9 
meters. However, street vending shall be allowed if such road is declared as one way vehicular road . 
There shall be only one side stationary street vending on a road having width between 12 meters to 
24 meters while both side stationary vending shall be allowed on a road having road width of 30 
meters and above. 

Number of street vendors shall be decided by considering holding capacity of each designated 
vending area on such a road.

Such stationary vending shall be allowed after taking the clearance from traffic police regarding the 
smooth vehicular and pedestrian movement. If required , road side parking shall be banned in such 

area where street vending is allowed . 
f . Mobile vending shall be allowed on such road looking to the traffic and pedestrian movement. 

Suggestive road designing is attached as Annexure. 
iii . No vending zone: 

No vending shall be allowed around 200 meters of the Secretariat, District Courts , District Secretariat, 
offices of District Panchayat, Municipal Corporation ,Municipality, Nagar Panchayat, Cantonment 

Board and ASI and state archeologicalmonuments . 
b . No vending within 50 meters from any crossing of two or more roads on all side and any declared 

heritage structures by the local authority . 
4 . A street vender, who got street vending certificate for any of these vending zones , shall not 

i) Obstruct or interfere with vehicle, bicycle or pedestrian traffic or their safety ; 
ii ) Obstruct or interfere with doorways, entrances, fire doors or emergency exits adjacent to the street; 

Obstruct or interfere with any utilities like water supply , sewerage, telephone, electricity etc or similar 
installations;

iv ) Obstruct or interfere with any other structures, sign boards, display units , city works or operations, 

on or adjacent to the street; 
V ) 

Sell any objectionable goods or services ormerchandise etc ; 
vi) Occupy more space than allotted by the TVC ; 
vii ) Sell goods or services or merchandises after fixed hours as specified by the TVC ; 
viii) Put garbage anywhere except specific place, which identified by the local authority ; 
ix ) Sell their goods or services ormerchandises after expiry of the vending certificate ; 

Use of loudspeakers, megaphones, sound systemsor other amplification equipment; 
xi) Transfer the certificate to any other vendors without approval; 
Responsibility of Street Vendors - 
The street vendor or the employees of the vendor shall have to 
i) Do vending on the place as specified in the vending certificate ; 
ii ) Comply with all conditions specified in the certificates; 

Display the permit at vending place all times; 
iv ) Ensure that either the street vendor or such family member whose name has been mentioned in the 

vending certificate or employee remains present at vending place during vending hours ; 


5 . 
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Keep the vending place safe and in good conditions all times ; 
vi) Comply with any safety and or sanitary requirements of local authority ; 
vii) Comply all the requirements of the Food Adulteration Act or any other act if applicable ; 
viii) Produce the certificate of vending when demanded by the authority; 
ix ) Follow all the requirements of this bye -lawsand conditionsmentioned in the vending certificate . 


CHAPTER — III 


FEES , TAXES AND PENALTIES 


6 . 


Monthly maintenance charges to be paid to local authority for the civic amenities and facilities in 
the vending zones; 
(i) The monthly maintenance charges shall be according to the category of the street vendors and the 

status of themarket. Category of the vendors and or market shall have to be decided by the TVC ; 
(ii) The fees shall be minimum Rs.150 /and maximum Rs.1500 per month . Different rates / fees shall be 

fixed for each category of vendors or and market 
( iii) Every year a minimum 10 % increase shall be imposed . 
( iv) Local authority can collect vending fee annually instead ofmonthly, if it deems fit to do so . 
Penalty to be charged - 
(i) Every street vendor who commits an offence or default any, provision of the Act and or Bye -laws is 

punishable on conviction byMagistrate , a fine of not less than thrice the monthly maintenance fee . 


7 . 


( ii ) If a street vendor defaults three times, the vending certificate shall have to be suspended and if he 

persists with his default, shall be cancelled . 


8 . 


The Regulation of the collection of taxes and fees in the vending zones ; 

Local authority shall collect taxes and fees for vending which should be three times of the levy 
imposed on unauthorized settlement or Rs. 300 whichever is higher. 


CHAPTER - IV 


MISCELLANEOUS 


9 . 


The Regulation of traffic in the vending zones ; 


(i ) Wherever a vending zone is declared by the TVC , traffic police shall decide about one way traffic , 

speed limit, parking , movement of heavy vehicles etc. If traffic division doesn t agree with the 

vending zone, in that case it shall have to be shifted or cancelled by the TVC ; 
( ii) Local authority shall clearly earmark the vending area, footpath and carriage way in the vending zones . 
10. The Regulation of the quality of products and services provided to the public in vending zones and 

maintenance of public health , hygiene and safety standards; 
(i) Any vendor who sells food articles, readymade or processed on the site , shall have to follow all the 

provisions of the Food Adulteration Act. In case of failure , penalmeasures shall be initiated by the 
concern department as prescribed in the FAA . Any conviction order from the concern department, 

vending certificate of such vendors shall have to be cancelled by the TVC with immediate effect; 
( ii) Quality of articles vended from the street can only be taken care of in case there is a prescribed 

standard under a relevant statute . Otherwise it will be only a qualitative assessment. In the absence of 
such standards it will be necessary to collect samples of such items against which some complains are 
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received by the vendors . Such cases can be discussed in the jointmeeting of wholesalers,manufacturers 
and vendors under the Chairmanship of State Nodal Officer to arrive at an amicable solution 
[ Explanation - For example, presence of toxic paints and sharp edges on the different parts of the 
toy. There is a need to develop a systematic sample taking and analysis of the same in an accredited 
laboratory. In case of proved presence of toxic elements in the toys, the wholesaler should be 
compelled to take it back and pay back the vendors the price they pay if it is not supplied on credit . 
In case of imported items found to be suffering from similar defects, wide publicity should be given 

drawing attention of the Authorities empowered to take suitable items. ] 
11. The Regulation of civic services in the vending zones; 

(i) The movable public toilet and drinking water facilities shall be provided at appropriate distances by 
the local authority ; 

Proper collection ofsolid waste management system shall have to be provided by the local authority ; 
( iii) Lighting to vendors shall be allowed by the CFL lampmechanism ; 
(iv) No individual electricity and water connection shall be allowed ; 


12. Miscellaneous 


(i) The Executive Officer /President or the Licensing Officers may limit the time during which street 

vender may be permitted to operate either generally or specially in respect of any class of articles or 

in any particulars public street within the city. 
(ii) The license granted under these bye -laws shall expire on the 30th September or 31st 
( iii) March next following the date upon which the permission of the Executive Officer/President or 

Lice11. If Street Vender commits the breach of these bye-laws , shall be convicted by a Magistrate , 
be punishable with fine Rs. 500 /-, which may be extended to one hundred rupees and when the 
breach is a continuing breach with a further fine which may be extended to Two hundred rupees for 

every days after the first during which the breach continues . 
(iv ) The licence /Street Vender shall always keep the licence issued to him and shall on demand produce it to 

the Executive Officer/ President or the authorized officer (herein referred to as " authorized Officer" ). 
( v ) The license / street Vender shall not do or permit to do any negligent act likely to cause fire or 

otherwise endanger to the public safety. 
(vi) The license/street vender shall not transfer the licence to any other person , without the prior written 

permission of the Executive Officer or the authorized officer. (Herein referred to as “ authorized Officer"). 
(vii) Every license issued to the street vender under these bye -laws may be renewed within 30 days from 

its date of expiry . In case of delay one hundred rupee shall be charged for every month of delay. 
(viii) If the license / Street vender fails to comply with any terms and condition of this license , the Executive 

Officer or the authorized officer (herein referred to as “ authorized Officer") can revoke or suspend the license 
( ix ) In event of, any future planning/development of site/court order /directions,the allotted site is prohibited 

for the vending purpose , the license shall not sell the articles in such prohibited site.

1 . TheGovernor of Punjab is pleased to constitute District Bureau of Employment and Enterprises (hereinafter 
called as the Bureau ) in each district of the State . The Bureau will bring necessary synergy , oversight and 
effective coordination in the implementation of various schemes for employment generation , skill training , self 
employment and entrepreneurship development across the departments at the district level and facilitate overseas 
employment to achieve the objectives of GharGharRozgar Mission . 


Functions of the Bureau 


2 . 


The Bureau will have the following functions : 
(i). One Stop Platform 

To provide one stop platform for facilitating employment including overseas employment, skill training, 

self -employment, enterprise and entrepreneurship development at the district level 
(ii). Coordinate and Monitor Implementation of Schemes 

To coordinate with all the departments for successful implementation of relevant Central and State 

Government schemes and regularly monitor the same 
( iii). Interface between the Job Seekers and Employers 

To provide regular interface between the Job seekers and Employers through Digital Platform as well 
as conventional channels 


( iv ). Services to the Employers 

To provide a variety of services to the Employers through digital platform aswell as in person . It will 
include understanding the requirements, registering the same, arranging placement drive, and arranging 
skill training as per the requirement of the Employers. To ensure compliance of requirements of 
Persons with Disabilities Act and the Employment Exchanges ( Compulsory Notification of Vacancies) 
Act in the district 


( v ). Services to the Job Seekers 


To provide a variety of services to the Job Seekers through digital platform as well as in person . It 
will include understanding the aspiration of the Job Seeker , registering his or her name, provide 
counselling, provide finishing skills , provide domain skills and assist in the placement of the Job 

Seeker and provide post placement support 
(vi). Services for Self-Employment and Entrepreneurship 

To support youth in seeking Self -Employment and other entrepreneurial ventures by providing 
assistance under various Central and State schemes, providing professional guidance and mentoring ,

( vii ). Services for Oversees Placement 

To provide necessary support to youth desiring oversees placement such as information about oversees

The Deputy CEO will 
be professional to be hired on contractbasis who will head the office of the District Bureau which will include a 
placement officer , a career counsellor, other professionals and support staff under various schemes to be 
coordinated by the Bureau . 
Financing of the Bureau 
21. The functions and activities of the Bureau shall be funded by the State Government in the Department of 
EmploymentGeneration by way of grant in aid. The Bureau may however levy fee for the services provided by 
it with prior approval of State Level Steering Committee, but no fee shall be charged to unemployed youth 
belonging to SCs and OBCs. 


The Bureau shall maintain a separate Bank Account of its receipt and expenditure which shallbe audited 
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annually by the statutory and government auditors . 

The Bureau shall finalize its quarterly and annually receipt and expenditure accounts within 30 days from 
the close of the relevant quarter/year. 

The delegation of financial powers shall be as under: 
(a ) State Level Apex Committee -Full Powers. 
(b ) Secretary, Employment Generation , Punjab - Rs.50 lakh . 
(c ) Director, EmploymentGeneration , Punjab- Rs.10 lakh .

22. The financial powers may be delegated at the District Level as deemed fit with the approval of SLSC . 


Powers to Remove Difficulties 


23. The State Level Steering Committee shall be competent to remove any difficulty , which may arise in 
proper discharge of the functions of the Bureau . 


Powers to Issue Directions 


24. The State Government in the Department of Employment Generation shall if so required , have the powers 
to issue policy directions to the Bureaus on matters assigned to it and all such directions shall be binding on the 
Bureau . 


Delegation of Powers by the Departments 


25. Any Administrative Departmentmay delegate any of the powers to the Bureau for smooth implementation 
of the Schemes .
